Kvery  Sunday  in  reality  is  Knit¬ 
ter  Sunday  but  llin>ut;h  custom 
we  have  come  to  regard  one  Sun¬ 
day  each  year  as  Easter  Sunday. 

Every  Sunday  should  remind  us 
of  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus  and 
all  it  means  to  Christendom. 

Once  a  year  we  feel  impelled  lo 
especially  magnify  the  glorious 
resurrection  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  resurrection  has  different 
meanings  to  different  people. 

To  some  it  means  going  to 
church  once  a  year.  To  others  it 
means  a  new  dress  or  a  new  suit. 

To  others  it  means  special  mu¬ 
sic  and  other  unusual  features 
at  (lie  church. 

To  many  however  Easter  holds 
the  true  meaning  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  from  the  tomb  of  our  Ixird 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

An  article  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Conner 
in  the  Baptist  Messenger  portrays 
the  real  ii  dug  of  Easter:  • 

“1.  The  resurrection  of  Jesus  is 
the  ground  of  our  salvation  from 


saves  them  from  sin. 

“2.  The  resurrection  of  Jesus  is 
the  ground  of  our  hope  of  victory 
over  death. 

“Christ  is  risen  from  the  dead, 
the  first  fruits  of  them  that  slept. 
This  term,  first  fruits,  perhaps 
means  two  things.  One  is  that  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  is  the  ground 
of  ours.  The  other  is  that  His  res¬ 
urrection  is  the  type  of  ours;  it 
indicates  the  nature  of  our  resur¬ 
rection  life. 

“So  far  as  the  Christian’s  hope 
for  the  future  is  concerned.  Paul 
grounds  everything  on  the  resur¬ 
rection  of  Jesus  He  says,  if  Jesus 
has  not  been  raised,  then  those 
who  are  fallen  asleep  are  perish¬ 
ed  Rut  on  the  ground  of  the  res¬ 
urrection  of  Jesus,  the  Christian 
can  say:  “O  death,  where  is  thy 
sting;  0  grave,  where  is  thy  vic¬ 
tory?”  God  gives  us  victory  over 
death  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  now  risen  from  the  dead. 
The  grim  monster  has  been  con-  • 
quered.  Christ  conquered  death, 
because  He  conquered  sin.  He 
atoned  for  sin  on  the  cross  and 
conquered  Heath  in  His  resurrec¬ 
tion.  The  Christian,  therefore,  need 
have  no  fear  of  the  King  of  Ter¬ 
rors.  He  has  been  robbed  of  his 
|M»wer.  Not  death,  but  Jesus  the^ 
conqueror  of  death,  sjieaks  the 
last  word.  x
